Tuesday, Aug. 30 


In a few weeks, over 68,000 Columbus students will be 
returning to the classroom for the start of the 1983-84 school 
year. 

High school classes will begin on Aug. 30, while eleméntary 
and middle school students-.will start on Aug. 31. Kindergarten 
students will start school on either Sept. 1 or 2. 

Any child who will be five on or before Sept. 30 is eligible to 
enroll for kindergarten; any child who will be six on or before 
that date is eligible for first grade. 

Astudent who is attending the Columbus Public Schoots for 
the first time should be registered prior to the-opening day. 

To enroll a new student, parents should cait thelr chitd’s 
school rather than the Board of Education offices. 

Parents who do not know which school their child will be 
attending can obtain that information from FACTline, the dis- 
trict's telephone information service, at 221-FACT. 

For registration, parents must furnish a copy of the child’s 
birth certificate, as well as proof of required immunizatiqns. 
Fhese immunizations include diptheria, whooping cough and 
tetanus (DPT); measles (rubeola); rubella and polio. 

Students who have moved within the school district this - 
summer shduld also contact the school they'll be attending, if 
different from last year, prior to opening day. This will ensure 
that all necessary records are transferred. . 

During the week of Aug. 22, every district student, enrolled 
in grades 1-12, will receive information about transportation to 
their assigned school. Generally, students who live within two 
miles of their school are required to walk. 

Parents of kindergarten students should contact their child's 
school to learn which day their child will start on, and to obtain 
information about transportation.

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Are Blacks Racists? 


By DR. CHARLES W. FAULKER 

is Jesse Jackson a bigot? Are 
Blacks racists? | was asked these 
questions during a recent lecture 
at a predominantly white 
university. 

The questioner about Black 
“bigotry” and “racism” never 
defines the terms but allows the 
question to imply its own answer. 
in-other-words; the simple-asking 
of the question serves as an 
indictment of blacks because 
whites enjoy discussing this issue 
but avoid accepting responsibility 
for racism and making their 
responsibility the focus of the 
discussion. 

A racist is one who uses the 
color of his/her skin, or other 
racial distinctions, to influence, 
modify and control the behavior of 
those who do not have such char- 
acteristics. The racist is intent 
upon enhancing his/her own self- 
perception with a preconceived 
notion of his/her superiority that 
results from the racially character- 
istic distinction. The racist struc- 
tures the institutions of society 
based upon such racial differen- 
ces that provide social advantage 
and_uses the social advantages 
that already exist. Blacks could 

, certainly not be racists and should 
not waste their time defending 
themselves. 

Let’s examine this logically: 

(A) If Blacks defend themselves 
against whites who abuse them, 
they (Blacks) are considered to be 
racists. (Ninety percent of the 
racism experienced by Blacks is 
caused by whites. It makes sense, 
therefore, that Blacks should be 
skeptical of whites). 


(B) If Blacks do not defend 
themselves against whites who 
abuse them, they are not-consi- 
dered to be racists. But, their con- 
dition will not improve and they 
will be charged with doing nothing 
to improve their condition. : 

(C) If whites approve of any tag- 
tics that Blacks propose for etimi-. . 
nating the problem of discrimina- 
tion, it-is virtually certain that the 
tactic which white approved will 
be ineffective. i 

It is, often, the same white per- 
son who calls Blacks racists-who, 
also criticizes Blacks for being too 
passive in their own behalf. It is a 
“damn if you do, damn if. you 
don't” situation —s 

It becomes a “no win" situation 
for Blacks. Perhaps one of the 
most powerful contributors to 
racial discrimination is the “good 
white guy” who speaks the lan- 
guage of democracy but carries 
out the behavior of discrimination 
without realizing that he is doing 
so. Itis this person who saysto the 
Black individual: ‘You don't 
appreciate it even when | try to 
help you." This goers do- 
gooder is almost invulnerable to 
attack and becomes the voice of 
guidance and conscience for the 
white (and, often black) commun- 
ity. This is probably why Blacks 
would do better to seek a solution 
to their plight out of sight of the 
white person until a solution is 
found. 

Inasmuch as Black efforts 
against racism must modify the 
behavior of the racist tormentor, is 
there anything other than being 
passive that whites would approve 
of? A

Black Bank Manager Abducted: 
‘Bomb’ Strapped To His Body 


By TED OSHOD! 


Two gunmen kidnapped a black bank 
manager from his home early last Aug. 4, 
strapped what they claimed was a bomb to 
his body and took him to the Ohio State 
Bank at Livingston Ave. and Barnett Rd., 
where they handcuffed him and three other 
employees and took a large amount of 
money from the safe. 

Columbus police robbery squad said the 
two gunmen knocked on the door and 
forced their way into the eastside apartment 
of bank manager Frank McCray, of 3604 
Rand Sq. East., about 6:30 a.m. 

Detectives said when the gunman 
‘ knocked on the door and forced their way in, 
McCray'’s friend, Malcolm McCoy, who was 
in Columbus from Lima, Ohio for the Ohio 
State Fair, asked McCray to come down 
from the upstairs bedroom. 

The gunmen then tied up McCoy about 9 
a.m. when the bank opened, and one of 
them stayed with him in the apartment, 
while the other strapped what they claimed 
was a bomb to McCray'’s body, according to 
police. 

Police said the bomb supposedly could be 
exploded by remote control. 

McCray was ordered to drive the gunmen 
in his Buick to the bank. McCray reportedly 
told police that as they were walking across 
his front lawn to his car, the devise dropped 
off but the gunmen did not notice. 

When they got to the bank McCray, his 
assistant manager and two other women

employees were handcuffed together on the 
floor in a back room, while the. robbers took 
a large sum of money from the safe, police 
said. 

The gunman then took McCray's car and 
drove it to an area where it was later found 
abandoned. 

Police said the bomb squad later found 
the “Bomb” to be a mass of wires and 
batteries. 

The two gunmen were still at large at the 
CALL & POST press time, Tuesday. 
Robbery squad described both men as 
black, weighing between 150 Ibs.and-170 
Ibs; about 5'7" tall and wearing sunglasses 
when last seen.
